Reasons For Allowance 



3. With respect to claims 1,15, 27, 39, and 52, the prior art fails to disclose 
or suggest " a control system for computer including docking station for wireless 
mouse with detector configured to detect when wireless mouse is docked and 
transmit signal to computer to deactivate the computer in response to wireless 
mouse being docked in the docking station", "a docking station for wireless 
mouse configured to transmit a signal to computer to automatically deactivate the 
computer when the mouse id docked in docking station", "a docking station for 
wireless mouse configured to transmit a signal to computer to automatically 
deactivate the computer when the mouse is being docked in docking station", "a 
method for controlling a computer including detecting when wireless mouse is 
docked in docking station and in response to detection, transmitting a signal to 
computer from docking station to deactivate the computer", and "a computer- 
readable instructions stored on a computer readable medium, when executed 
causing a computer to deactivate in response to a received a signal from a 
wireless mouse docking station indicating that mouse has been docked", 
respectively. Claims 2 - 14, 16 - 26, 28 - 38, 40 - 51 and 53 - 59 depend from 
claims 1,15, 27, 39, and 52, respectively, and likewise are allowable.
